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SIXTH MEETING OF THE INTER-AMERICAN CONGRESS OF MUNICIPALITIES 


From August 17th to 23rd this meeting which may be considered the most brilliant 
one. held up to the present time, was held in the Capital District of the Republic of 
Panama . 


The nmunicipalities of the twenty-one republics of the Orranization of American 
States, the Dominion of Canaca and Puerto Rico were represented and the meeting was 
honored with the presence of representatives of the United Nations, of the Organiza- 
tion of American States, of the Pan American Union, of the Pan American Institute of 
Geography and History, of the Instituto Indisenista Interamericano, of the Superior 
School of Public Administration of Central America and with illustrious observers 
from Spain among which were Their Honors, the Mayors of Madrid, Barcelona and Bilbao 
as well as the Director of the Institute of Hispanic Culture, the Director of the Lo- 
cal fredit Bank of Spain and the. Director of Local.Administration of the Ministry of 
the Interior. 

Messages were received from the Honorabie Presidents of the United States of Amer- 
ica and Guatemala, from the Federal Senate of the Republic of Mexico, from the Cham- 
ber of Deputies of Brazil, froi the Governor and the Chamber of Deputics of the State 
of Bahia, Brazil; of the Governor of the State of Espírito Santo, Brazil and of the 
Association of Progressive Boards of Costa Rica, besides many personal messages. 


The Presidents of the Republics of America were designated Honorary Vice-Presi- 
dents. 

In the drawing helée to appoint the Vice-Presidents of the meeting, the countries 
were elected im the following order: Peru, Paraguay, Chile, Mexico, Colombia, Brazil, 
Puerto Rico, Cuba, The Dominican Republic, Ecuador, Spain (as a courtesy), Bolivia, 
Nicaragua, Argentina, El Salvador, Costa Rica, Canada, Guatemala, The United States 
of America, Uruguay, Honúuras, Haiti, Venezuela and Panenma. Ten of the Vice-Presi- 
'¡dents were the highest authority of the capitals of the respective countries. 


For the first time The Board of Cormissioners of Washington, D.C. sent one of its 


members. 
The representatives of the Ministries of Foreign Relations of ten countries of 


America participated for the first time on the Advisory Council. 


It was proved once asain that these meetings are the only inter-American forum in 
which the political, social, administrative, economic, educational and technical fac- 
tors unite to work together for the improvement of everything that is vital to the 
communities of our Hemisphere. : 


Among the delegates that attended there were thirty four Mayors of important ci- 
ties; thirty four Councilmen; sixty seven municipal officials; cleven Diplomats; sev- 
en Congressmen; twenty four professors; forty six lawyers; nine architects; sixteen 
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igineers; three economists; nine physicians; ejghtú newspapermen; fifteen merchants ; 
right accountants; two bankers; four industrialists; three public administrators; one 
ity Manazers two publicists; two students; one hyzienist; one pharmacist; one den- 
ist; five city planners; one financier; one farmer; two members of the judiciary:; 

ne Doctor in Internetional Law; one Doctor in Plannins; one cattleman; one jeweler;

bne bookscller; and three teachers of primary instruction. 


Four international orzanizations were represented; fourteen technical orzaniza- 
lons; two inter-Anerican associations: five universities; eleven professional asso- 
lations and what is more significant because it is an important proof of the success 
f our movement: ten national municipal associations. 


. The meeting was held at the "El Panama" hotel and the inaugural session was held 
t the Great Hall of the National University presided over by the Honorable Presidenú 
$ the Republic of Panama, Don Ricardo Arias with the corcurrence of his Cabinet and 
he Diplomatic Corps. 


The working plenary sessions were held on a very high level, the brilliant part 
haken by the Official Reporters Messrs Engineer Celso Carbonell, Professor Cesar A. 
fuintero, Justice Enrique Abrahanms and Dr. Miguel A. Ordoñez deserving the congratu- 
lations of everyone. (See the list of subjects in Bulletin Vol. XVI, numbers 11.12, 
foveriber-December, 1955). : 


The resolutions and recormendations adopted and made by the meeting as well as a 
ñis6t of the persons who took part in th« debates and the list of delegates, statinz 
íheir professions, representation and post office addresses will appear in the Final 
ct which is published in The Inter-American Municipal Review, Year VII, No. 2, Sep- 
lember-Deceriber, 1956. 


Amonz the important resolutions that vere adopted foreign to the subjects on the 
enda, were the following: 


"The delezates and individuals attending this neetinz as true representatives of 
he feelings of the people of the municipalities of Anerica express their adhesion to 
he Panama Declaration and their solidarity with the principles, orientation and ob- 
ectives included therein and solennly rciterate to abide by them in accordance with 
íhe purposes of the Inter-American Municipal Organization and continously to fight 
lor the full realization of these ideals in each comunity of this hernisphere." 


Í "That in accordance with the important role of the nunicipalities in the attain- 
ent of the ¡oals establishec by the Panama Declaration through the improvement of 
micipal government and the promotion of better life and happiness in every conmu- 
by, the Inter-American Municipal Organization, born from a Resolution of the VI Meet- 
of American States, should be considered with respect to the Organization of Aner- 
an States, on the same relation existing between the States and the municipalities 

a principal part of a whole leading to the same end, that is as an autonomous 
pecialized Inter-American Organismo." 

The delegates of all the countries expressed their absolute willingness to ask 
Meir respective govermments to instruct their Ambassadors before the Organization 
* American States to the end that our Organization may be given the classification 
hat it is entitled to as expressed in the forezoing Resolution.

Among the social events which gratified the delegatos and afforded them an oppor- 

tunity to rest their minds as well as to become acquainted with one another and at 

the same time with the Panamanian society, we must refer to the brilliant reception 
—tendered at the Palacio de las Garzas (the National Palace) by the Honorable President 

of the Republic; to the excursion through the Canal Zone where the delegates were 
“honored by the Governor of the Canal Zonc, General Potter and other officials of the 
Canal; the "Sixth Mcetin: of the Inter-American Municipal Congress Handicap" at the 
“beautiful "Jose Antonio Remon Cantera" Race Track; the "Typical Night" festivity with 
“its very great joy and agzreable surprises offcred by the City of Panama and the Board 
of Organization at the Union Club and so beautifully organized by Señora D'Anello; 
the excursion to the City of Colon; the cocktail party siven by the "El Panama" hotel; 
the buffet luncheon at the Golf Club given by "Esso Standard 0il Company"; the. 
luncheon-mecting given by the Panama Lisht and Power Company. At the close of the 
Sixth Meeting the Cdelezates were splendidly entertained by the outgoinz President of

The Canadian Federation of Mayors and Municipalities" held its annual neet- 
a Sa paa pro Rania of the association, fron August 19 to 24 of this ycar at 
» Frovince of Ontario. The principal subject discussed was: "Urban Canada 
ooks Ahead + This subject was based on the able report rendered by the Federation 
o the “Royal Cormission on Canada!s Economic Prospects" under the title of "Forccast 
DÍ urban growth problems and requirements 1956-1900". In the edition of Year VII, 
lO. 1, July-September 1956 of The "Inter-American Municipal Review" is published a 
mary of this work made by the Executive Director of the Federation, Mr. George $. 
looney . 

The Hamilton Conference was not less brilliant nor less attendeá than the previous 
pnes held by the Federation since its organization in 1937. Founded on the assurance 
hat through mutual cooperation among municipal officials (an interchange of informa- 
ion, plans, experiences and a compilation of iécas for the solution of common prob- 
ems), the stability of finances, the efficiency and standardization of the runicipal 
overnments throughout the country wuld be increased and progressively improved. And 
he success of this idea has become evident through the increase in the number of men- 
pers of the Federation, which fron a small group of municipalities in 1937 has rcach- 
Bd more than three hundred at the present timo. All classes of incorporated munici- 
dilities are mernbers of he Federation: cities, towns, villages, districts and town- 
hips, parishes, etc. 

While the local governments work under the provisions of the law and in the tradi- 
Fon followed by their respective provinces, the nunicipal governments also have nany 
roblems that may be better handled through a national consideration and action +... 
his is the mission of the Federation which is the instrument created and sustained by 
¿ne municipal govermnmenis of Canada for the purpose of having mutual national coopera.- 
ion and common efforts. Thus it provides its menbers with consultative services ren- 
éred by experts; it serves as a liason with the Provincial Departnments of Municipal 
ffairs aná also in metters concerning the Departments of the Federal Government; 
hrouzh requests made to it it provides widespread information on mnicipal matters 

1d distributes a monthly bulletin known as "The Listenin:; Post", besides panphlets, 
emoranda and literature of general municipal interest. However, the principal acti- 
ity of the Federation is its Annual Conference where an opportunity is siven for the 
eeting of all the menbers with a common interest: the welfare and enhancement of the 
anadian municipalitics. 


The Federation has not limited its preoceupations to its own country but has broad- 
ned in an international sense having kept in constant contact with our Inter-American 
micipal Organization since the start of the movement and has also participated in 

he meetings of the Inter-American Congress of Municipalities. Ina recent communica- 
ion it advised us of the appointment that was made so that in accord with the Statutes 
FP the IMO the Federation be represented on our Advisory Council by its Executive Di- 
“bor, Mr. Georze S. Mooney and by His Honor, Leo A. Landreville, Mayor of Sudbury, 
tario, to represent it at the Sixth Meeting that was held in Panama. During said 
eeting a cable of grectings was sent to ¡it expressing our wishes for the success of

STA RICA. Once of the most interesting resolutions adopted during the Sixth Moeting 
ft e Inter-American Congress of Municipalitics in Panama was that with reference to 
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The Superior School of Public Administration in Central America (ESAPAC) regarding a 
request to be made to the United Nations and to the Central American Governments, as 
a contribution to the progress of the institutional organization and improvement of 
the administrative practices of the American municipalities, that there be created in 
ESAPAC a specialized technical department on municipal matters whichywill serve as an 
advisory body and give technical assistance to the nmunicipalities that so request, 
and that said department work in close contact and in accorá with the Inter-American 
Municipal Organization. 


We have always kept our mernbers informed of the useful work that is being done by 
ESAPAC through the enthusiasrm and application of its students. From news received 
from the School on June 13, 1956, we were informed of the studies started by the stu- 
dents of the Third General Course on añ investigation of the problers of the metropoli 
an area of San Jose, the main purpose of which is the compilation of data and a pre- 
liminary analysis of certain problems such as the waterworks services, the gathering 
and disposal of garbaze, severaze, assistance, etc., common to the runicipalities that 
are coming within tho boundaries of the said arca and which are constantly expandinz 
he national capital. This analysis will serve as the basis for studies, and later 
planning and recommendations since the students of the future courses will continue 
he investigation making use of the work of the present group and suggestions as to 
ture methods and stops. 


In the introduction of the instructions given to the students of ESAPAC, written 
by Professors Eric Carlson, Alberto Lopez Gallezos and Mario Garcia Arocha, who have 
arge of said work, the importance at the present tine of the metropolitan problens 
is dwelt upon it is commented with the following words: "San Jose is an ideal area 
for the study of metropolitan problems. The capital city of Costa Rica precisely av 
his time is enterins upon a stage of rapid change and, as may be clearly seen, ls 
passing from its structure and habits of a.snmalld tranquil city to the rapid rythm of 
modern city. This unusual :¿rowth has been takirg place without being governed by 
y rational plan or by following any properly prepared directive. Although several 


sd by the zrowth of the capital, they still maintain the organization of small and 
solated ccormunitics. On the other hand, no attenpt has been made to reach possible 
rangements for cooperation vetween the Central Government, the city of San Jose and 
he neighborins municipalities to meet the problems cormon to the whole area in a Jlo- 
sical manner." 


ESAPAC in this task has the collaboration of the chief municipal officials of the 
hetropolitan area who are decply preoccupicd by the aggravation of said problens .Thus 
hey showed their interest in the meeting called by the School to start said work in 
Mich officials of the Costa Rican League of Municipalitics have also participated, of 
he National Institute of Housing and Urbanization, of the Social Security Fund and of 
ther institutions interested in the same problens. 


To do this worx the students of ESAPAC,were (divided into five groups with “their 
espective coordinators, which visited diffcrent places to obtain and compile informa- 
jon and to investigate the local conditions of the municipalities included in the 
letropolitan arca of San Jose in connection with the problens that are common to all 
if then the efficient solution of which can be achieved only through a joint action 
f the nunicipalitics. 

To understand these problems the services that arc being rendered by the munici- 
alities and what services they should render as really municipal they are not render- 
ng. In this last case an atternpt will be made to ascertain what organ of the Central 
Overment is renderinz those services or if no one is rendering then. 


To obtain a sufficiecntly clear picture ¿hc mutual relations of the nunicipalities 
their relations with the organs and dependencics of the Central Government will be 
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considered as well as the legal position the former are with respect to the latter, 


CUBA. Under the auspices of the Ministry of Public Works the honorary order known 
as "The Order of Viatic Merit" was instituted, the purpose of which will be to 
honor individual persons or associations who through the éthics followed in their 
professional activities, their sentiments on social services with regard to the 
development of a policy of improving communication routes and a faithful obedience 
of the laws and regulations of the Republic and of its Government are deservinz of 
said official recognition.

1t will also be awarded to those officials and employees of the State, the Prov: 
inces, the Municipalities and autonomous organizations who due to their work and 
dedication to the public service in natters concerning roads may be likewise worthy 
of a testimony of merit.

----The Municipality of Havana in preparing its 1956-1957 budget has put into ef- 
fect changes on the issuance of construction licenses and for the repair of build- 
ings and other constructions which were approved in due course. Thus the tarifís 
that bill be applicd by the Architecture and Urbanization Department are the follow- 
ing: 

Occasional quotas: For the application of this tariff it is understood that 


the surface area of a construction will be calculated in square meters and accord- 
ing to the sum of the area of each floor subject to the following classificetions: 


New Constructions:; 


1. Buildings for dwelling of simple construction of one story and with more than 
seventy five square meters of new construction or enlargement of the existing arca 


including fences: $0.29 per meter. 


2. Buildings for dwelling, of simple construstion, up to two stories in height 
for a single or independent dwellines with a total area of not more than 300 square 


meters: $031 per meter. 
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pe Buildings of the same conditions as the above with an area greater than 300 
square meters ,$0,38 per square neter. 
e Buildings for dwelling, of simple construction of more than two stories for 
a single or independent dwellings, $0.38 per square meter. 

2+ Buildings for collective dwellings of simple construction provided the number 
Of apartments does not exceed fifteen, $0.42. per square meter. 
6. Buildings the same as the above but with more than fifteen apartments $0.46 
Der square meter. 

T. In all cases under numbers 2, 3, 4, 5, and 6 when the ornamentation is better, 
ith better bath rooms, better constructivo details, better materials aná equipnent 
hich are constructions Zalling within the class of luxury, the charges will be in- 
reased 10% in cach case. 

Public buildings, such as theaters, hotels, offices, clubs and the like, $0.50 per 
square meter. 

Private buildings of palatial type or within any classification of luxury, regard- 
es of their arca, $0.67 per square neter. 

Buildings destined for industries, cornmerce and warehouses, $0.38 per square meter. 

Buildings destined for clinics, hospitals and sanatoriums, and for similar uses, 
50.31 per square ncter. 

In cases of buildings of different uses the proper tariff will be applied indi- 
ridually in accordance with the above classification. 


As reported by the Department of Architecture and Urbanisnm of the City of Havana, 
ast May two hundred and thirteen certificates of hability covering houses and newly 
onstructed apartment buildings were issued, and Fifty five certificates of usable, 
mlarged or reformed buildings. These licenses represent an investment OÍ ==. +=. 
7,036,818.19 with an estimated rental of $50,004.11. 


The contribution of city property to the support of the Municipality of Havana 
uring the fiscal year 1955-1956 --during which certificates for new buildings “ana ad- 
litions..in the sun of.$944,248.67 were 'issued-.has: increased «the -enoríñous revenue. 
hich was received and which represents more than eight millio dollars. 


-=-- Under the presidency of the Director of the Department of Education of the City 
f Havana, Dr. Augusto Rodriguez Miranda, the League for the Education of Adult 111i- 
rates was organized, thus responding to the campaign for teaching reading and writ- 
ng started by the Cuban Press Block in its desire to carry this campaign to the whole 
ation. 


Official visitors together with teachers and inspectors of the Municipal Depart- 
ent of Education, eight grade students of the schools maintained by the administra- 
ion and members of the associations of parents, neighbors and teachers made a census 
f illíterates in the forty three boroughs of the city and asked the civic associations 
oO lend their rooms in order to hold classes at night time at least twice a wcek. 


As explained by Dr. Rodriguez Miranda during the organization festivities, it is 
he purpose of the League, besides teaching how to read, to build true citizens in 
rder that they may view the civic problens attachinz them to the historical process. 


From Novenber 18 to 25 next, the First National Planning Congress will be held in 
avana, called by the National College of Architects and on the initiative of the Prov- 
cial College of Havana, with the following Agenda: 


-J. Planning in Cubas ¡ts process on national, regional and local levels: 
a) Teaching; 
b) Divulration; 
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2) Team Work, and 
d) the participation of the citizens in the process of plaming. 

II. Problems of development of the country and of the urban and rural communities: 
a) Housinz; | 
b) Work; 
c) Education, recrcotion and health, and 
d) Communications. 

III. Legislation on plannins: the need of providing proper legal structure, proper 
orcinances and regulations following the principles of good planning. 

IV. Free subjects, 


GUATEMALA. The Second National Convention of Municipalities was held from May 9th 
to 12th 1956 at Guatenala City with a valuable and large representation from all 
Parts of the nation. 


Three nain subjects were discussed at this meeting: "The Development of the con-. 
stitutional principles of municipal autonomy in the legislation of the country"; "Es- 
tablishment of the Municipal Association"; and "Representation of the Municipalities 
in the adninistration of the Municipal Credit Bank", 


A section was also included for the discussion of all papers of a general charac- 
ter that had no connection with the three above mentioned subjects, presented by the 
municipalities of the Republic, although always falling into the municipal field. 


Arong the important resoluvions adopted at the Second Convention there is that 
regarding the foundation of the National Municipal Association and the approval of 
the Statute which will govern the same, which matter was presented by the Municipal- 
ity of Quezaltenanzo . 


Edition Year VII, Now 2, October-Decerber 1956 of "The Inter-American Municipal 
"Review" will contain the recommendations of this interesting meeting. 


THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. News from the "Public Administration Clearing House*of 
Chicazo, Illinois. : 

Three cities have decrecased the weekly work of their policemen for the purpose 
Of placing them on the some level as workers in other lines of endeavor. This has 
brought up some problens in the matter of the change of service shifts. Under the 
old system of rotation the nmost desirable days were interchanged so that men would 
“be free with the less desirable night shifts. The eight hour limit night nean that 
the nerbers of the police force will have to work on the sane shift each day. It has 
also been necessary to use new policemen in order to offset the drop caused by lessen- 
ing the working week. The tendency toward this reduction had already been mentioned 
in "The Municipal Year Book 1955" of the International City Managers! Association" 
since in that ycar a total of one hundred and thirty two municipalities with a popu- 
Jlation of over ten thousand had reduced the working week of the police; one hundred 
and twenty two did so in 1953 and in 1954 fifty seven had reduced the working tine 


to forty hours per wcek. 


=--- Ás stated by "The American Society of Planning Officials" 4. civic center is only 
as beautiful as its neizhborhood. The alternatives facing a community that knows the 
“importance of the relationship between civic center appearance and its environs are 
sunmed up as follows: 

=. The grounds immediately around the building group can either be landscaped and 
have courts, fountains, trees, flowers, ctc., or they can be covered with cenent or 
asphalt and be a storage place for cars. 
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The skyline can either feature harmonious vistas and unbostructed views or it 
can be blocked by big buildings and big, lighted signs. 


The approaches can either go through well maintained neizhborhoods de the 
Aena uses are compatible with the civic center or they can pass through "used-car 
row" and blizhted environs. 


Special zoning provisions have been the means of some cities to regulate the use 
of land surroundins a civic center site, the report says. The provisions fall into 
three groups: 1) Esta eblishing a review board with authority to pass on the archi- 
tectural features of any building erected in the area. 2) Creation of a special 
zoning district for public buildings. And 3) regulation of signs located within the 
civic center arca. 


---=The National Cormittee on Urban Transportation will conduct test studies in sev- 
eral citics as part of its program of gathering information to help cities and urban 
areas solve their growing traffic and transportation problens. 


When. completed: about July 1, 1957, the studies will form the basis of a manual 
written to show officials in a11 cities how to carry out fact-gathering programs in 
.« an economic and efficient way. 

The National Cormittec is to furnish an advisory staff to help each city and 
participating transit company in these test studics. But the cities and the cormpa- 
nies will provide at their expense all personnel, materials, and equipment for cach 
study.
